sue of B.N.A. Topics. He states, Now 
the plate numbers assigned to the 
printed O.H.M.S. issues have been 
announced from Ottawa and all posi- 
tions of each stamp were available 
from there."

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The Honourable G. Edouard Rin- 
fret, Postmaster General, has an- 
nounced that two special commem- 
orative postage stamps will be issued 
on the 25th June to honour two form- 
er Prime Ministers, the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Robert Laird Borden and the Rt. Hon. 


William Lyon Mackenzie King. These 
two postage stamp issues will be the 
first of a series of postage stamps 
to be issued in the course of the next 
few years displaying portraits of 
those former Prime Ministers who 
have not previously had their por- 
traits reproduced on postage stamps. 
The former Prime Ministers are be- 
ing displayed in this manner to mark 
the contribution they have made to 
the development of Canada. 

The two stamps will be of 3c and 
4c denomination. The 3e denomina- 
tion will display a portrait of the 
Rt. Hon. Sir Robert Laird Borden, 
who was the Prime Minister of Can- 
ada during the First World War, his 
terms of office being from October 
10th, 1911, to July 10th, 1920. This 
stamp will be green in colour. The 4c 
denomination will be rose colour and 
will display a portrait of the Rt. Hon. 
William Lyon Mackenzie King who 
served as the Prime Minister for 
Canada during three terms of office, 
from December 29th, 1921, to June 
28th, 1926; from September 25th, 
1926, to August 6th. 1930, and from 
October 23rd. 1935, to November 
15th, 1948. Mr. King retired from 
office on the latter date after having 
established a record of distinguished 
service exceedine in time the tenure 
of office of any other Prime Minister 
in the history of the British Com- 
monwealth: 

The stamps were engraved by the 
Canadian Bank Note Company, Ot- 
tawa, from photographs supplied by 
Karsh of Ottawa for Mr. King and

by the Public Archives of Canada for 
Sir Robert Borden. 

The two stamps will be of small 
size similar to the current le and 5e 
denominations and will be issued in 
panes of 100 stamps. Collectors of 
first day of issue covers who desire 
to have the Post Office Department 
affix these stamps to the covers, can- 
cel and mail them on the date of 
issue, the 25th June, must forward 
their orders and self-addressed cov- 
ers to the Postmaster, Ottawa. In 
addition to the amount of the postage 
to be affixed to the covers at ordin- 
ary, airmail or registered mail rates, 
collectors must also include in their 
remittance an amount to pay the De- 
partment's cover service fee of 5c 
for each cover returned by ordinary 
mail and 10c for each cover returned 
by air mail or by registered mail. 

The new stamps will be on sale in 
the principal post offices of Canada 
on date of issue named. 


ICELAND'S POSTAL HISTORY 


A rather interesting brochure was 
produced by the Post Office Depart- 
ment of Iceland on the occasion of 
the 175th anniversary of postal ser- 
vice which occurred on May 13. 

Entitled “Postal Service In Ice- 
land, 1776 — May 18th — 1951" it 
reviews the progress and history of 
the Icelandic mail service from the 
time of its establishment, 

With several recent additions, the 
text is for the most part based on 
a paper by Guomundur Hliodal, Di- 
rector General of the Posts and Tele- 
graphs, read before the Society of 
Civil Engineers in Iceland May 27, 
1943. 

A cost price was not given but in- 
quiries can be directed to Frimerki- 
asalan, Direction General of PTT, 
Reykjavik, Iceland. The text is in 
the English language.

For years countless stamp collec- 
tors and dealers have been saying,

The first United Nations stamp to 
be issued will be a commemorative 
for the late Count Folke Bernadotte 
of Sweden, it has been anonunced in 
New York. 

This commemorative issue will be 
in addition to the regular series of 
ordinary postage stamps and air- 
mails which the United Nations plan 
to issue this summer or early in the 
fall. The ordinary issue that is plan- 
ned will be a regular one of eleven 
postage stamps, and four airmails. 


The United Nations plans to estab- 
lish a philatelie agency for the sale 
of its stamps to collectors, and it is 
likely arrangements wil be made 
for the servieing of first day covers. 
These stamps will be for postage 
only on mail posted at the head- 
quarters of the United Nations in 
New York City. 

When facilities for securing Un- 
ited Nations issues for collectors are 
announced, the arrangements will be 
included in this column in due course. 

Since the United States will issue 
only four commemoratives this year, 
United States and Canadian collec- 
tors will have to turn to the United 
Nations issues as a source of keeping 
alert their interest in stamp collect- 
ing. 

The 3c United Confederate Veter- 
ans commemorative placed on sale 
the 30th of this month at Norfolk, 
Virginia, has almost the same design 
as that used for the 3c commemora- 
tive issued in 1949 for the final en- 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 

Collectors who want first day cov- 
ers of the U.C.V. 3c commemorative 
may contact the writer care of P.S. 
They are free to serious collectors. 

We have more United Nations 
news. 

The United Nations will issue fif- 
teen stamps in denominations from 
1e to $1.00 for postage, and airmail 
stamps from 6c to 25c. These will 
appear as a group, possibly in July. 
The business of the United Nations 
makes it necessary for its first series 
to appear simultaneously, it is ex- 
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plained by the chief of the United 
Nations Postal Service. This policy 
may be changed later, and stamps 
will be released one at a time in the 
event of new issues. 

The other three United States com- 
memoratives to be released this year 
are: 

1. Centennial of the Settlement of 

Nevada. ' 
2. Seventy-fifth Anniversary of 
Colorado’s Statehood. 

3. Seventy-fifth Anniversary of 

the American Chemical Society. 

Cuba has asked the United States 
to issue a stamp on August 24, as a 
remembrance of the 50th anniversary 
of the death of Clara Louise Maase, 
an United States army nurse who 
died during research into the cause 
of yellow fever in Cuba following the 
Spanish-American War. 


DENMARK STAMP CENTENARY 


Besides Canada, another country, 
Denmark, this year celebrates the 
centenary of its postage stamps. On 
April ist, 1851, the first Danish post- 
age stamp was issued, and on April 
Ist, this year, the General Director- 
ate of Danish Posts and Telegraphs 
published a commemorative book in 
which all Danish stamps are describ- 
ed in detail from a historical and 
philatelic point of view. The book has 
been written by Mr. J. Schmidt-And- 
ersen, R.D.P., F.R.P.S. and translated 
into English from the original Danish 
manuscript by Mr. Roland King-Far- 
low, F.R.P.S. Its title is “The Postage 
Stamps of Denmark, 1851-1951” and 
may be had postpaid from the Postal 
Philatelic Agency, Copenhagen V, 
Denmark, at $5.00, we believe. (Sug- 
gest writing them first re price). 

This is a beautiful book in white 
double eard cover embossed with the 
coat of arms. Size 8!5 x 12 inches, 
it runs 293 paews on high quality 
book paper, very profusely illustrat- 
ed, replete with statistica] data and 
very thoroughly covers its subject 
matter, watermarks, varieties, perfs, 
printing, etc. If vou are not already 
a collector of Danish stamps this 
book could easily persuade you to be- 
come such. There seems a great 
range for the specialist, besides an 
offering of some very beautiful 
stamps.

A total of $220,000 has been real- 
ized in the first four sales of the 
great British North America collec- 


tion of the late Dr. Lewis L. Reford 
of Montreal. Harmer, Rooke & Co., 
Inc., 560 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
which is conducting these auctions, 
reports that there will be at least 
one more large Reford sale in the 
fall. | 
The final total of the Reford sales 
will be in the league with the $370,- 
000 for which Harmer, Rooke & Co. 
sold the Charles Lathrop Pack collec- 
tion in 1945-49. There were six Pack 
auctions, covering B.N.A., Australia, 
Brazil, etc. 

The all-Canada, three-day Part IV 
Reford sale, held on May 22-24, 
brought approximately $26,000, with- 
out including any rarities or stamps 
of great value among the 1,350 lots. 

The imperforate Beavers showed 
particular strength, with practically 
all four-margin copies fetching full 
catalogue or more. A superb bottom 
sheet-margin copy of No. 4, the 3p 


red Beaver on wove paper catalogu-. 


ing $10, sold for $45. Nineteen lots, 
each consisting of one very fine or 
superb used copy of No. 4, realized 
$415.50, or an average of $21.86 
which is more than double catalogue. 

In the 1859 issue, it was remark- 
able that the 10c Prince Consort sold 
for higher prices than the 17c Car- 
tier. The demand for the 1859 issue 
was “extremely good,” said Auction- 
eer Gordon Harmer. 

Three used copies of No. 37d, the 
scarce Ottawa printing of the 3c cop- 
per red of the Small Cents, which 
catalogues $45, brought $70, $60 and 
$50. And two copies on cover realized 
$60 each. 

A mint sheet-margin block of four 
of the Large Cents 5c olive green 
fetched $125. 

Unusual cancellations — leaves, 
corks, towns, numerals with two and 
with four rings— were particularly 
in demand, and prices were corres- 
pondinsfly high. Two lots, each con- 
taining 38 copies of the 5c vermilion 
perforated Beaver of 1859 with dif- 
ferent numeral cancels, brought 
$72.50 apiece (catalogue $38 a lot). 

Die essays in blue and green of the 


Large Cent 3c drew top bids of $105 
and $110. These are hitherto unre- 
corded items, and it is believed that 
this is the first time that they have 
appeared in an auction. 

Sets of eight plate proofs of the 
1897 Maple Leaf issue on card 
brought $130 and $150. 

"^ The revenues, including proofs, 
sold well. Four lots of sets of Law 
Stamp essays realized $82.50 per lot. 





THE PACIFIC EX WAS TOPS 


The Pacifie Iniernational Philatelic 
Exhibition held at the Empress Hotel, 
Victoria, May 10-21, will be remem- 
bered as one of the most pleasant 
and successful affairs that have been 
sponsored by the N.W. Federation. 
The displays were of top grade qual- 
ity and the judges were sometimes 
hard put to make a decision. How- 
ever, Harry Whittaker and his help- 
ers managed to make the awards to 
everyone's satisfaction, and there was 
a gratifying lack of dissention which 
so often mars these affairs. 

H. E. M. Bradshaw's Japanese 
which took top honors were a wonder- 
ful lot, and well merited the grand 
award. To see one of the less popular 
foreign countries take first place in a 
Canadian exhibition was, perhaps, a 
good sign. 

Gerry Wellburn's Canada, British 
Columbia, and Great Britain, not for 
competition, were in a class by them- 
selves, and Canada's rarest, the 2c 
1868 on laid paper, shown for the 
first time at any exhibition through 
the courtesy of the owner, K. Bileski 
of Winnipeg, held the spotlight 
throughout the exhibition. 

The Post Office Department's nine 
frames of Royal Visit material was 
another display which was shown for 
the first time in Canada, and was, 
of course, one of the highlights of 
the show. No Canadian specialist 
could look at the beautiful pairs of 
proof-sheets of the unfinished stamps 
(one for the centers, the other for 
the borders) without coveting a block 
or two for his collection! 

The weather was almost too per- 
fect for an indoor affair, but the 
publie turned out in force, the at- 
tendance quite exceeding the expec- 
tations of the sponsors. A brisk busi- 
ness was done in servicing covers and 
selling programs and raffle tickets, 
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this department being in charge of 
three charming ladies, Mrs. Wellburn, 
her daughter Joan, and Mrs. Bate- 
man. 

The banquet was excellent. Miss 
Jean Roberts, president of the N.W.

TAXES, TAXES AND MORE 
TAXES 


(Linn’s Weekly Stamp News, 
Sidney, Ohio) 

The Post Office Department of this 
country should be operated for the 
ereatest good for all of the people. 
It is not fully necesary that the De- 
partment be operated on a wholly 


self sustaining’ basis. It can however 
be operated on a plan that will come 
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very close to being self sustaining 
and still render a great service to the 
publie. Some short time ago the 
Hoover Commission made a report 
whieh would help in a great many 
ways to save money and help the 
Department toward becoming more 
self sustaining. This report although 
asked for by the President, has been 
kicked around because it would not 
suit the political ambitions of the 
party in power. The saving of a few 
millions here, a few millions there 
seems of little importance to our 
President. Mr. Truman has the pow- 
er and the authority to put into 
effect all of the savings recommend- 
ed by Mr. Hoover as well as many 
others that could be mentioned by 
any good business man without too 
much effort. 

The committee in charge of Postal 
Affairs is steadily working on plans 
for the Department which mean 
higher rates and these higher rates 
are in effect “Taxes.” A lot of people 
who fail to stop and think before 
expressing an opinion will remark 
that they do not care if the rate on 
printed matter is raised as they do 
not mail circulars etc. But these kind 
of people fail to realize that an in- 
crease in this rate may shut off a 
lot of printed matter that reaches 
thousands of people all over the coun- 
try and which they are glad to re- 
ceive. It may also mean the redue- 
tion of purchase of this matter which 
means loss of employment for some- 
one. Others may say that newspapers 
whieh have been subsidized in a way 
in their mailings should pay more of 
their cost of handling. If this is done 
it means newspapers will have to 
raise their rates. Present indication 
in Washington is that rates for mail- 
ing on a paper such as this one may 
be increased as much as 60%. That 
is certainly going to mean that sub- 
seription rates will have to be in- 
creased, If subscription rates are in- 
creased on papers and magazines it 
will mean a loss of circulation for a 
lot of these publications which will 
mean a probable loss of advertising 
patrons, which will force lower rates 
for advertising and which in turn 
will result in loss in employment for 
some of the people who produce the 
publications. It is the old vicious 
spiral running backwards.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 
Toronto, May 9, 1951. 
Dear Mr. McCready: 

Have any collectors yet reported 
a hairline variety in the current 4c 
stamp? I have three examples re- 
ceived this week on mail from differ- 
ent points, showing hairlines extend- 
ing from the corners horizontally in- 
to the margin, also three or four 
horizontal cracks along both mar- 
gins. They are identical with the 
minor hairline varieties found in the 
King Edward VII and 1912-25 issues. 

Apparently a plate or plates of this 
stamp is beginning to crack, and if 
the plates continue in service, we 
may expect to find deeper and longer 
cracks in future printings. The 4c 
is the only denomination I have seen 
with hairline, but I certainly intend 
to scrutinize all values carefully 
from now on. 

And they say modern methods pro- 
duce no varieties! 

I might add that on your letter to 
me last week was a 4c with a very, 
very faint hairline at top right cor- 
ner. A check of the stamps you have 
in stock might prove something or 
other about plate numbers or posi- 
tions. Yours for varieties. — Don 
Young.

PLATE BLOCKS COME HIGH 

Plate Blocks collecting is tough and 
expensive when the Agency requires 
you to buy full sheets, half sheets 
or quarter sheets, according to de- 
nomination of the individual stamp. 
Yet, you can’t expect the Agency to 
eo through its stock and snip out the 
plate blocks and leave them with 
broken sheets on their hands. We 
have a letter intimating that efforts 
may have been tried to get these oth- 
erwise at local post offices. We doubt 
if this has proved successful. You 
thus seem to be faced with buyingl 
full sheets to acquire plate blocks 
therefrom or rely on the doubtful re- 
course of hitting the stamp wicket 
when a plate block would show up 
in daily sales in partial sheets. The 
letter writer states that half the 
pleasure of collecting is in getting

your stamps in small quantities, pre- 
sumably through stamp wickets, ones 
friends, other collectors or corres- 
pondents and filling in the more elus- 
iive blank spaces from the offerings 
in advertisements, but feels if one 
was forced to buy all from adver- 
tisements he could not take much 
pride in them. There's no doubt that 
it has long been recognized that the 
chase is the thing. There's a thrill 
in sleuthing around and trying to 
guess where one may acquire these 
items in daily routine walks. But 
when the zoing slows up and your 
wants become tough, the value of 
your plate blocks then, or your desire 
for possession of them, will likely 
reconcile you to sheet purchase or 
market price of the block alone.
